pwebment. shall be by jury. 

Hence tb* ■SBaBBB ms proc**iingi ia rem 
fur tb* c ntiscation of smuggled goods, &c , 
hf not of doubtful constitutionality, can 
never serve at analogy for lb* ex- 
tension of such mod* of pn«.e*ding fo new sub- 
ject*, in derogation of th* right of trial by Jury.

Hence th* atUmpt of th* bill before th* Ssoste 
to punish treason bv mar* iuform*tion or pro- 
ceeding ra rem, without tb* iatarpoaitian of grand 
r patty jury, ia dearly nugatory. By no 
chicanery or legal device can the reign of Empscm 
£ Du ller be established in this country. 

1 be difficulty, if not impracticability, of ob 
teimcg forfeitures against such a multitude as are 
now in lebellion by du* procees of law, coorti- 
tata* ao saaViaat reason for violating the Con- 
stitution and obtaining foi fat urns by illegal cr 
arbitrary meth ds If it bs a ram omiiras, or if 
it be a fault v structure of government, th* ■ -n I \ 
proper remedy is by an amendmsnt of the Con- 
stitution. For, ** said by Washiugton, "If in 
th* opinion of tb* people tb* distribution or mod - 
location of ccnvtitgtional powers b* wrong in any 
particular, lei it be correct! d by an amendment 
in the wav which tha Constitution designates. 
h«t ant BBtaa s< no eJuaee fry unrrpation ; lor 
though this ■ on* instance may be the us'ru 
saant of good, it is th* caiitom*ry weapon bv 
which free governments tie destroyed. Tb* 
precedent must always greatly overbalance in 
permanent evil any partial or transient benefit 
which tb* ust csn at any time yield ' 

Tb* want of such power is no doubt very vex- 
ations lo those who are blinded by a rankling 
hat* to any other consideration than tb* indul- 
gence of a ravening thirst for vengeance; bat it is 
a great mi*tak« to suppos* that any large portion 
of th* conoderate, intelligent part of tha nation 
will gneve over th* escape from confiscation by 
self banishment of van many of those engaged 
in rebellion. Banishment is no light nunishin.nt. 
According to lb* modem it age of Christian na- 
tion*, it ia tbe usual mod* of punuhmant for even 
must of tb* leaders of rebellion.*. I onfitcation 
of property a* • mod* of punishment has never 
been • favorite with this nation. Witness tb* 
fact that I 'u agrees has never to this day pre- 
scribed general confiscation as a mod* of punish- 
ment for treason or any other crime, it i nets 
also tbe other fact that all our States hav* re- 
pealed tbe comaaon law psnaliy of forfeiture of 
estate, ss nn* of the incidents Co every judicial 
attainder for felon v. Bat above all witness the 
restriction placed by the Constitution upon tb* 
discretion nf even C ogress in punishing treason, 
that highest crime, bv forfeiture by limiting it 
to tha lib eelate ..f the offender. Th* (Wight 
ened friends civil l.bariy, th* admirers of tb* 
restitution, hav* been w. nt to kvk ■ this 
limitation to tb* power nf vengeance as perhaps 
its most beautiful and lovable feature. They 
exultiogly viawed it in ptUefni r -n'rast with th* 
unslinteil power of vengeauce in other govern - 
saents. as manifested in their erasing, disem- 
bowelling, quartering, hirgir.f; in chains, cor- 
ruption of Wood, and total forfeiture of es- 
tate. This limitation in behalf of merer Is 
believed to hav* been lb* germinal pli. cl| le in 
tb* great snsaliorat ion of tbe criminal cod** not 
only of our own State*, but of tboee of Kurop* 
also. It ii said thst no lets th*n fifty capital 
puni>bm*n'> have bsen abolished in k'ogland du 
ring the present century, greatly influsoced 
t h e re t o as bar govainaamt ao doubt has been by 
our example. Yet Senator Ttuiuhull has tb* 
audacious frankness to say that tbe svasion of 
thai wise, beaenceat feature of tb* Constitution 
ia th* very purrs e of bis bill. After th* rebel 
lion baa bean luppreatrd and popular passion bas 
had time t cool, if it should be thought that 
pub ic justice in the wsy of exsmpla, or in \in 
dication of tbe majesty of the law, requires hang 
ings or confiscations to be inflicted upon sum* of t bs 
leaders enough of them can no doubt b* secured 
le aujwer that purpee. Whatever may be the 
desire of discreet, intelligent man to see these 
leading trai or- adequately punished, there are 
bat few enlightened citizen* wco * • n • 
greatlv prefer th* wh le should ( o unpunished 
rather than tbe Prwidant should hav* Ma enor- 
mous peril us power ov*r all th* property of 
eleven States, which ia att*mp(*d to be confided 
to him bv the* bUL 

There is on* result of this b„l if it of 
which we may b* certain beforehand. That is, 
that though th* President m»y perform hi* duty

be] lion, mutt prov* a most daspcra'a effort before 
anv tribunal having a particle of common sense. 
Y*t that idea, superlatively absurd as it ia, forms 
the very basis of his bill ft r subjecting th* whole 
•atat* to confiscation, and getting rid of tbe ne- 
cessity for grand and petit jurors. His schema is 
to treat tb* crims of the owner aa the crime of 
tb* property, and to punish the property instead 
of the owner, not perceiving that his" imputed 
punishmant of the property is nothing but pun- 
ishment of th* owner, th* extent of which Ls 
limited by th* Constitution, whatever may be 
lb* mod* used bv th* Uovwnment in applying 
th* puniahm*nt. 

10 Th* law nf nations has no btering or op- 
eration within our : own territory aa between 
our citizsns and their own Government. It ex- 
pressly repudiates anv such pretension in its own 
behalf, declaring explicitly that its only opera- 
tfon ia between different nation--, as nations, reg- 
ulating their relations t.>ward each other wheth- 
er in pete* nr war. 

ller.ee our Government can derive no power 
what*y*r from that Uw. but th* law itself is 
wholly dependent upon tb* will of our Govern- 
ment for its being recognised here at all. We do 
not need that law to tell us we may confiscate 
the property uf an enemy, for even when recog- 
nized and acquiesced in it only aarvas to mitigate, 
to create, an otherwise clear natural right. 
Still less do we need that law to tall us when and 
bow we msy oonuscat* th* property of our 
own citizens or punish their .rime- That all de- 
pends exclusively upon our own national voli- 
tion. Tha nation has in the Constitution follv 
expressed it* will on that whole subject, and that 
will so expressed is th* only law for it* own gov- 
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•rnment. K'pscially as to th* crim* of treason, 
which ii is tb* *ol* purpce* of this bill to punish, 
th* Constitution u v*ry explicit. Aft*r care- 
fully defining th* crim*. it give* Congress the 
power to prescribe its punishment under a fixed 
limitation as to tb* extant of punishment. With- 
in that limit Congress may use any mod* of pun- 
Uhmant —fine, imprisonment, confiscation, ban- 
ishment, or death. It may, as now, punish with 
death alone, or by confiscation alone, or by con- 
hecation in combination with banishment. But 
whatever the punishment, it can ha inflicted only 
by tb* judiciary, or, in cthar wotds, by da* pro- 
cess of law. 

In defining treason to bs the levying of war 
against lb* I'nited S ales tb* Conatitution hu 
told us that w* may hav* citi .-.en enemies, and in 
limiting ihs amount of confiscation to be used in 
puLiibing treason it concedes it right so to pun- 
ish it within that limit. How and by i ' 
punishment may be inflicted, its other 
fully and clearly point out. If the remedy is 
seemingly too slow, or if ii be inefficient, of if 
there are case* which th* remedy will not reach, 
that was all foreknown, and it was made so 
avoidance nf supposed greater *vib, but, above 
all, in full answer to all cavils, because such was 
th* nation il will. That will is tha paramount 
law of th* land, which cannot be altered in th* 
slightest degree by tha combined wills and laws 
of all the nation* of th* earth. A delibsrat* 
effort kooeiogly to transgress that will by anv 
of onr sworn functionaries is moral treason if the 
deepest dy*. An appeal to the law cf war in 
juittrjcation cf such transgression is merely pre 
posterous. If that law is consonant to or is da 
rived from, tha Constitution, then it ia a mere 
appeal from tbe Constitution to tb* Cotutitution 
icaelf. If it be different from tbe constitutional 
law of war, being a bastard law having a* pa-

stinted, leaving no need to borrow from any sup- 
posed law of foreign w*r, or any law cf nations. 
If tber* is any desired power which Congress c m- 
not confer on the land and naval forces, it must 
be b»c ; use of soma express inhibition of th* Con- 
stitution, wb'ch equally applies to th* President 
and all oar military commander- They can 
have no power which Congress, the sola arbiter 
ef tb* law of war, cannot directly confer, as they 
have no power of waging war which Congrats can - 
not repeal out of their bands, i'hev are as much 
bound by tbs Constitution as if it' were bodily 
engrafted by Congreai into the rales end articles 
of war. It ia, therefore, merely absurd to at- 
tempt to dariv* any extraordinary power either 
to Congress, the Prwidant, or th* army, from 
tba so-called law cf war. The Constitution is 
the - -le paramount Uw of war. May it ever re- 
main so in practice as well as theory.

1 bis limitation applies to every dsscriptkm of 
mtate real or personal. No exception is made, 
and there ia no power to intarpolat* an exception. 
Thi* preclude* tbe government from obtaining 
each a light in slaves by forfeiture as to author- 
ise tbeir emancipation, even if tb* government 
bad power to aaunupat* inch slaves as it may 
rightly own in fee.

Con- 
gress cannot go beyond the limitation lo its pow- 
er <f fotfei ur*, tb* power to inflict th* pui.ish- 
m-nt depending upon th* Constitute. n equally in 
either mode. 

9 Congress can pas* "no bill of attainder. 
Hence, if tber* » * different kinds of such mil - 
lion* can he passed that are in th* nature of a 
bill of attainder.

As sail by tb* Supreme Court: "A 
bill of attainder msy affect th* life of an ind.vid- 
uel. or mav confiscate his property, or both.'' < > , 
aa seed by Judge Tuckar. • hill of pains and pen- 
alties i* a bill of attainder. All rf them are 
equally bills of attainder whether tb*y designate 
their victims t v name or by general description 
fitting ■ multrude nf persona. 

It matters not aa to tba degree or amount of 
penalty, any punishment, h iwever light, at- 
tempted to be ii. rib-ted by Congress by it* own 
sol* »ctioo, constitutes » bill .>f attainder. Chi - 
le wry i* gri* v. ui pani*hm*n'. so als ii*th*ue- 
naturaliring of citizen* and converting tbem into 
••sben en.m.*s, tbe attempt to inflict either 
bringirg ■ bill clearly within th* prohibition.

There is a powerful and unanswerable 
by our government should act merci- 
fully, in the administration of justice, toward 
the msear-s in the Confederate States, who have 
n involved in the rebellion. We speak not 
of tbe instigators of the rebellion but of their 
followers. The reason is this. The frienJs 
and supporters of the government have always 
insisted that the rani and file of the confede- 
rate armies were the dupes of wicked and 
crafty leaders, £.nd were drawn iato the sup- 
port of treason by muuis of artful and syste- 
matic uilachoods and inflammatory misrepre- 
sentations. The leading republican journals 
have not only reiterated this statement with all 
the earnestness and eloquence they could cm- 
ploy, but have also asserted, and we believe 
with truth, that thousands and thousands have 
actually been forced to serve in the rebel 
ranks. AU accounts which we hare seen con- 
cur in stating that a very large proportion of 
the confederate troops has been taken from the 
moat ignorant anJ easily deluded part of tbe 
population of the South. We have the high- 
est authority for saying, that, of I he Mississippi 
troops sent into this State, not one in twenty 
of the common soldiors resided in the cotton 
growing and slaveholding portion of their 
State. A very considerable number of them 
were poor Irish and Garman laborers on tbe 
railroads and levees, who went into the army 
to save their own lire*. We have seen these 
statements' and many others of lika purport, 
time after time in the Northern journals, and 
these texts were followed by eloquent appeals to 
the loyal people to rally for the redemption of 
our deluded and oppressed follow-citizens of 
the revolted States. We repeat that we have 
no plea to put in for the arch-traitors who 
stirred up the work of treason. But for the 
mass of their followers there is much to be 
said even from a Northern point of view. The 
strongest considerations of wise magnanimity 
ansl the spirit of enlightened iust.ee appeal to 
our government to extend an amnesty to all 
the common soldiers who will renounce the re- 
hellion and arow their determination to bo 
loyal to the government in future. It t 
to M that it would be utterly repugnant to 
sound statesmanship to attempt to treat as 
criminals, after the end of the war, those who 
wotj only the dupes of bad and ambitious 
leaders. If we believe that they have been de- 
ceived we must be forbearing 
It will be by far the most speedy and effective 
means of dispelling their dcluiion, and of ma- 
king them fast and devoted friends of the gov 
crnment. Their leaders, having first exerted 
themselves to cut off all means of correct in 
telligence, made them believe that the Govern- 
ment intended to stir up insurrections, to kin 
die a servile war among them, and to massa 
ere or enslave the whole population. Their 
fears were inflamed with pictures of demoniac 
villainy and brutality practised by the Govern- 
ment, and tbey were beyond all doubt persuad 
ed that the solo defenre left them was their 
arms. Now how shall we convince them that 
their leaders lied, and win them back to sound 
reason and loyalty? By proving to them 
that we arc not only powettul but generous 
There is no better proof of conscious might 
than for the victor to be merciful to 
the vanquished, and there is no better proof 
of conscious weakness than for tbe conqueror 
to be cruel to those in his power. Heroes for- 
give, but cowards revenge. The Noroe* and 
Caligula* of history were both cowardly and 
cruel. Ah, the voice of the loyal people of this 
great Union, proclaiming forgirenc s to the 
erring, would fall upon the cars of hundreds

In heart- all mckro 
Yes, the glorious run of mercy, undarkened by 
a single cloud, will make our stricken and 
afflicted land bloom with the verdure and flow- 
era of love, when the cold and biting blasts of 
relentless vengeance would lock up every bub- 
bling stream of joy and smite tho nation with 
therigideb.il of death. How terrible a thing 
it would bo to think, after peace shall have 
I., en ^tabltalied, that a volcanic fire of mingled 
despair and rago and conscious humiliation 
was still locked up in the breasts of multitude-, 
of our people. And tho only way to prevent 
this, in attempting to punish the mass with 
severity, would be to extermiuate the nhole 
race of ofl'endcrs. On the other hand we be- 
lieve that a lenict I policy would do infinit. ly 
more than anything elie, after the dispersion it 
the confederate armies, to strengthen and es 
tablish our institutions. It would not only ex- 
tort the admiration of the offenders, bnt win 
their zealous attachment and passionate love. 
"Twice does he eonquor who conquers himself 
in the hour of victoiy." Such we are confi- 
dent is the view of the Freaident. And tbe 
view is statesmanlike as well as humane. 



rThe call of the (' ■:.: --derate Govern- 
ment at Richmond upon the whole militia of 
the Southern Confederacy to take up arms 
immediately against the United State*, and 

the proclamations of some of tha Southern 
Governors to the entire militia of their re- 
spective States to rush to the rescue, aad the 

pre* lamatiyns of other Governors summoning 
to the field not only the whole militia of their 
States but all the men and boys between tho 
ages of sixteen and sixty, indicate ia bo 
small degree the magnitude of the terror 
which the late Federal victories everywhere 
have created among the leaders aad the 
set of the rebels. Such proclamations 
and call* are without precedciit upon this 
eontioctif; they have fcamly a precedent upon 
any continent. If they be obeyed, what ore 
the people of the South to do for the means 
of tubsiatcnce? If all the men, forsaking 
their domestic pursuits, go into the armies, 
how are the armies to be fed? Who will 
there be to cultivate the field;? Can food 
for half a million of men be raised by de- 
crepit old men and women and little boys? 
Is not the scarcity of provisions in the rebel 
lomain severe enough already? Must not the 
next stage of want be famine? 

The people, who are thus called on to turn 
out, will nof turn out. The men of the South 
fully realizing tho fact that they have bean 
basely deceived aad betrayed to their 
ruin, and they are no longer duposed to sub- 
mit to tho orders of unscrupulous demagogues 
and tyrants intent only upon self-aggrandize- 
ment. Keen in the more prosperous days of 
tho rebellion, Gov. Jackson of Missouri, and, 
I him, Gen. Price, invoked with ihe most 
frantic rhetoric fifty thousand men to rally for 
ei pulsion cf the Uuioa troops from Mis- 
souri, but they have never been forthcoming. 
President Davis may call, and all his rebel 
Governors may call, for immense armies, but 
tbe armies will not rise up ar tbe bidding. 
There is a spell in the name* of Mill Spring. 
Roanoke Mand, Font Henry, and Fort Don- 
elson, powerful en. ugh to keep down any 
pirit that the rebel leaders may attempt to 
raise by their impotent voice*. New armies 
cannot be created in the South or tbe present 
armies strengthened or even kept up fo their 
present strength, except by compulsory drafts, 
by conscription, by force, and soldiers thus co- 
erced into tbe nominsl support of the rebt I 
cause would be sure to desert it in the hour 
of iu mortal peril. No Power ever conquered 
or sustained itself in war by the aid of an nn- 
willing, a compelled soldiery, and most assu- 
redly it can never be done iu a country like 
this where men glory in their personal freedom 
and independence. 

But, even if the whole militia of the South- 
ern Confederacy or the whole of the persona 
between sixteen and sixty, in obedience to the 
proclamations of the President and the Gov 
ernors, were to come forward and bo enrolled 
in the military service, it would amount to 
nothing. Tbere are no arms in the South for 
them; all the available rifles and shot-guns of 
that section are in tbe hands of the soldiers al 
ready in the field; and the Confederate Prcsi- 
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it has no right to confiscate ths property 
of a citixen, except a* punishment f >r crisae or 
f .r violation of Uw, and all such punishments 
must be Inflicted by tb* judiciary. 

As to bis other idea of iu not being a bill of 
attainder, because it opera t e* merely on property 
and not in p er s onam, ft is fully srswered by tb* 
Supreme Oart, which bee said that it is non* tbe 
leas * bill of attainder because it merely oonfis- 
. its* property. If that answer is out conclusive, 
then be can find s sufficient objection in th* 
clause which says, no man shall he deprived of hU 
properly without da* proc*** of Uw.

The whole efficacy of the measure, as the 
President admits, depends on tba "free choice ' 
of the State* concerned.

Tbe Kentucky 
Legi.-lature is now io session, and thay want to 
know when that quation is to be acted upon, 
and if he Istob* expelled. The Legislature doa 
not want to adjourn and allow a disloyal and 
traitorous Governor to sppoint any one to take 
the pUce of hia colleague. 

Mr. Trumbull raid tbe i nmittee were doing 
tbeir bast, anl would make a report aoon. 

Mr. Powell raid that he was a little surprised 
.it tbe zeal of his collague, but would only mv 
that ha (I'owcll) was anxious for an invatiga- 
Uon to b* bad. Tb* action of the Kentucky 
Legislature was a matter between himself and 
that Legi datura.

Mr. Carlisle said that he waa sorry to. see that 
Ssna'ors were determined to press this bill. He 
did not believe that the government held supreme 
control over all the lands of th* country. The 
bill proceeds to substitute an amendment In place 
of the present masters of -laves and to make tbe 
government one guiltv. lordly slaveholder with a 
great brocd of petty agents. The provisi mi of 
the bill make humane tr. it ment of the slava im- 
possible. There are also appeals coming here to 
us from thousamlt of ths white race who have 
been turned out of their homes, and tbeir appeals 
have more force for him (Carlisle) than anv that 
could come from the negro. 'I bis bill will take 
from tbe Treasury immense sums of money which 
mtild be better used in the scheme of coloniza- 
tion. 

Mr. Pearce thought tbe bill impracticable and a 
most exl raordioary political blunder. Tbe money 
that it would cost Ihe government to provide for 
these indigent persona would make the Treasury 
more indigent than themselves even.

The bill relating to the franking privilege be- 
ing nominally under conaideration. Mr. Blair 
proceeded to spate of the military department of 
the Wtat under Gen. John C. Fremont. 

Mr Blair said that a very great pressure had 
been brought to bar through the raw pipers to 
force lien. Fremont into a command ard to force 
the Administration, against its judgment, ex- 
pre - el after deliberation, lo employ ton in some 
one of tbe military departments. He (Blair) had 
Ken it stated in telegrams lint Gen. Fremont 
lied again and again demanded a trial. This is 
not trne. 

Mr. Kiddle, of Ohio, asked on what authority 
the General made the last statement. 

Mr. Klair, rauming, said no demand for a trial 
has lean mails unlees it bas been done within the 
last two or three days. Gen. Fremont had not 
made tbe demand at all, fir he (Blair) had taken 
pains to Mtiafv himself ef th* fact, by aoquiry at 
the i ffice of tbe Adjutant- General and at that of 
the Judge- Advocate of the army. It was most 
extraordinary that an officer of tbe armv charged 
wi h crime, mutiny, and ini-:onduct of th* war, 
and deposed from his command in consequence of 
those charges, should not a>k a trial. Ho ven- 
tured the a-s-ertion that if ton. Fremont will de- 
mand a trial, the administration will grant it. 

It bad also bean heralded that the committee 
on tbe conduct of tha war bad demanded Fre 
mont's ra tor at ion. H* (Blair) undertook to say 
that such waa not the fict. It wassimply a pub 
licati. n of some of Fremont's partisans. It was 
al o nil through tbe press, th it Fremont was to 
be restored to a command. He (Blair) did not 
know whether this was so or not, but inasmuch as 
■ he information came in somewhat the shape of 
other publications, he behaved it was of th* 
churn ter Blair said there w*r* preliminary 
symptoms which forahad owed at d he announced 
the simultaneous appearance of tha statement 
made by General Fremont in his defence before 
the coinmitta, and the speech of his aid de- 
camp. Shanks, in this Hi use. The statement 
and the speech inaugurate a new cam- 
paign in a rear tield, end a battle ii to be 
fought with weapons far diffsrent from the rude 
instruments of war— with proclamations, which, 
up to this time, in General Fremont's hands, have 
had no serious afreet. Hs (Blair) commended 
i ■ antral Fremont's chcice cf weapons. Certain 
it was, that bis proclamations did cot belp the 
enemy as much as his axpwed and isolated posts 
at Lexington and elawhere. His proclamation 
did not irjure the Administration as much as a 
single purchase of worthless arms and the erec 
tion of useless earthworks. He (Blair) did not 
believe that (ieneral Fremont was authorized to 
publish hia statement which was axtraordinary 
in its character. 

Mr. Gnoch. a member of Ihe Committee on the 
Conduct of the War, said that General Fremont, 
ha\ ing presented a large number of document 
eras requated by theCommi tee to prepares con- 
cise statement "as to Ihe administration of affairs 
in hi* department, which be (Fremont) did. At 
a subsequent period t ieneral Fremont again ap 
pared before tha Committee, and was qualiontd. 
When he was about to leave the roun, he was 
requated not to give information to any body 
outside of what he bad stated to Ihe Committee. 

II* (Goncb) understood General Fremont to 
acquiesce in this ropiest, as he bad in all others 
made by the Committee. He(Gooch) only wished 
to add that tbe publication wesmade witbont the 
knowledge and against the consent of tbe Com 
mitta. 

Mr. Blair— Was it all published? 
Mr. Gooch — His (Fremont's) statement and doc- 
uments, and not tha portion in response tn the 
iniiires of the Committee. 

Air. Blair said that (ieneral Fremont a state 
meat was as extraordinary as the manner in 
which it found itswsyin'o print. It was an 
apology for disaster and defeat, and the ingeuions 
suppression of important facta acd the auggation 
of others which never existed. In t hij he shows 
he is a better spologiat for defeat than a General 
to achieve vicb ries. 

Mr. Blair proc-eded tospak of his early friend- 
ship fi r Fremont. He now had no private grief', 
and it was only for the reason that Fremont was 
found to be incompetent for his position that be 
recommended his removal lie had sctcd from 
consideratinaa of public duty. Ha than 
spoke at length of the disasters at Spring- 
hel 1 ard at Lexington, to show tbat tbeas 
were attributable to Fremont's incompetency. 
Thjse by whom he surrounded himself, had 
settled themselves down upon us like obscene 
birds of prey. No men have as bad ctxracUr as 
tho*e who are Fremont's familiars. I if course, 
there are honorable exceptions. No greater slan- 
der was uttered by inr man than that, at the 
time Fremont went to St. Louie it was a rebel- 
lious city. I he declaration of martial law waa 
therefore superinduced by hia apprehension of 
imaginary danger. Mr. Blair also examined 
Fremont s contracts and other transactions. He 
spoke for about two hours, the time baying by 
unanimous consent, been extencTxl. 

Mr. Colhx aid, while be differed with the ad- 
ministration which be aaisted in superseding 
General I rem i.t he desired to have il under- 
stood that no matter whom the administration 
put up or pulled down, he would sustain it with 
all bis hart and soul and strength of mind against 
tbe rebels in arms. He apprehended that it would 
hereafter appear that the gentleman's (Blair) 
feelings had perverted his judgment He knew 
that all men wrre fallible General Fremont was 
impulsive and impetuous, and be regretted that 
Fremont had suffered the publication to which 
reference was made. With all the oblcquy heap- 
ed upon him, with hi* reticence for tlx months, 
he (Colfax) regretted the publication at thi) 
ima. Th* future would have dona him justice 
He (Colfax) could siy thia much f r < ieneral 
Fremont. Ila was th* ii"ly Mai r-G«neral who 
had gone out with hie troop' awav from his haad- 
piartera in pursuit of Ihe enemy over bill, valley, 
and plain. No man could believe tbe aspersion of 
the gentleman f-om Missouri— that Fremont was 
timid man. Hs did not approve of General 
Fremont's St. Louis contracts. He paid too much 
fir tbem; but such faults wer* not confined to 
General Fremont. He (Colfax) briefly showed 
that hs concurred in the statement of Mr. Blair, 
that St. Louis was a loyal city, for when, after 
General Fremont was retired from his command 
and proecided to tbat city, the people flocked, by 
tens of -thousands, to welcome him. St. Louis 
thus proved ila loyalty. 

Mr. Colfax, in further reply to Mr. Blair, de- 
fended General Fremont's military movements, 
and noticed the remark of tbe gentleman from 
Missouri that the hundred days of Uen. Fremont 
in tbat State were tbe saddest days of all. Oh. 
no, said Mr. Colfax: it was a sadder. I ly when 
Gen. Fremont was deposed, when tbe troops took 
up their line of march back to the attlements 
From tba mountain of confidince and hope they 
fell into the valley of despondency, and if Gen. 
Fremont had not boon superseded ths army would 
have gone in. 

Mr. Colfax concluded, saving, whilu Fremont 
wus bunting rebels, hi • enemies in St. Louis were 
hun'ing evidence to overwhelm bim. As the gen- 
tleman from M -souii hail preferred chargu 
against Fremont it wu the duty of tbe Secretory 
of War to put him on his defence. The meanest 
man in the world was ontitled to a fair bearing.

WAsursiciTosi, March 9. 
Government has received information from 
Fortrea Monn*, that, yaterday, tha iron-clad 
steamer Merrimac and the gunboats Jama town 
and Vorktown attacked our rial and sunk the 
Cumberland and took tb* Congress. Tha Mince- 
sofa was aground when the Fortress Monro* boat 
left. 

The Stars and Stripa wave over Cockpit Point. 
About 2 o'ekek P. M. to-day th* rebels com- 
menced tiring their tents and other property diffi- 
cult of removal. Tbey eho burned the steamer 
Page and all ths other craft in tha crash. Our 
gunboats opened fire on tbe Ccckpit Point bittery 
at about 3 o'clock this evening, and at half-past 
four landed and ran up tb* glorious o'd flag. 

FiittTKiws MnajRoa, March 8. 
The dullness of Old Point wu startled et 10 
clock tie dav by tha Announcement that a m ra- 
te. -io us vassal supposed to b* tb* Merrimac, I . ic- 
ing like a submerged bouse, with th* roof only 
above tb* water, was moving down from Norfolk 
hy tbe channel in front of Sawall'a Point battery. 
Signal gun-s war* immediately tired by tba Cum- 
berland and Congress to notify the vessels St, 
Lawrence and Roanoke of the approaching dan- 
ger. There waa grat excitement in and about 
Fortress Monroe. 

There was nothing protruding ahoy, the water 
but the flag-staff, Hying a rebel H»g, aad a abort 
smoke- stack. 

She moved along slowly, ard, turning into the 
channel tending lo Newport News, steamed direct 
for th* ftigatts Cumberland and Congress, which 
wsre lying at tha mouth of Jama river. As soon 
as she came within range cf tb* Cumberland, the 
letter opened on her with her heavy guns, but 
the bills struck and glanced off, having no more 
effect on ha than peas from a pop gun. Her 
ports were all closed, and she moved on in silence, 
but with a full head of stam. In the meantime, 
as tha Merrimac was approaching tbe frigata on 
on* aid*, ths rebel iron-clad steamers Torktown 
and Jamatown came down Jama river, and en- 
gaged our frigata on tbe other side. The batte- 
ria at Newport Newe also opened on tbe Jamee- 
town and Vorktown, and did all in their power to 
assist the Cumberland and Congress, which, being 
sailing veseals, were at tbe mercy of th* ap- 
proaching steamer. Tbe Merrimac, in the 
meantime, kept steadily on her course, and slow- 
ly approached Ihe Cumberland, when aba and tb* 
i.ongras, at the distance of 100 yards, rained 
foil broadsides on tbe Merrimac. The shot 
to:k no effect, glancing upward-, and Hying 
off, having only tbe affect of checking 
bar for a moment. After receiving tbe first broad - 
aids cf the two frigata she ran on to tba Cum- 
berland, striking bar aides. Sb* than draw off, 
tired a broadside into tbe disabled ship, and again 
daahad against ber wilh her iron- clad prow, 
knocking in bar side and left her te sink while aha 
engaged th* Congress, which laid about a quarter 
of a mile distant. The crew on board of her, see- 
ing the hopelessness of resisting tba iron- clad 
steamer, at one* struck bar colors. Her crew 
had been discharged several days aince, and three 
coinpania of th* naval brigade had been on board 
temp irarily until she sbould be relieved bv tba 
St. Lawrence, which waa to hav* gone up on 
Monday to take her position aa our blockading 
vestel at Jama river. 

On th* Congress striking her colors, tbe Jama 
town approached and took from on board of hei 
all tbe officers as prisoners, but allowed the crew 
to escape in boats. The vessel, being thus cleared, 
was tired by tb* rebels, when the Merrimac and 
ar.d her two iron-clad companions opened on tba 
Newport News batteries. The firing was briskly 
returned. Various reports have Leon received, 
principally from frightened sutlers and clerka. 
Some of them represent. d that tb* garrison bad 
been compelled to retreat from tbe batteries to 
tho woods. Another report waa, that tha two 
drew tbem off from lb* bar on which tbey had 
grounded. In tba meantime, tiring had teen ap- 
pended, but whether from mutual eon son' or neces- 
sity il could not be ascertained. Tha rebel bat- 
tery at Pig Point was also enabled to j in in th* 
combined attack on tb* Minnesota, and several 
guns were tired at her from Se well's Point ss she 
went up. Nona of tbem, bcw*v*r. struck her, 
but one or two of them reused over her. 

Smaller rebel ateamers bad bean compelled to 
retreat from their guns.

This the Merrimac seemed not inclined to give 
her an opportunity to do, being afraid to approach 
bar at close quarters. W ben aground at eight 
o clock, when the Baltimcre boat left, a Meet of 
steam tugs were beiug sent up to the relief of th* 
Minnesota and St. Lawrence, and an endeayor 
was to be mad* to tow them back. 

Ihe Baltimore boat left Old Point at *i, ht 
o'clock last uight. About half an hour after aba 
left the wharf, the iron-clad Ericsson steamer 
Monitor passed her, going in, towed by a Urge 
steamer.
